London, February 8s.—According 
to detailed reports of survivors of 
the British steamer Eavestone, re- 
ceived at the American embassy, 
the German submarine which sank 
the steamer by shell fire was close 
if to the steamer wh it fired three 
times on one open t containing 
members of the cr@w, an action 
which, it is assertedj-ecould not have 
been an accident of a mistake. 

The reports says the submarine 
opened fire when spo yards distant 
from the Eavestom, finding the 
range easily and using from 18 to 
20 shells from its twelve-pound and 
six-pound guns. After the steam- 
er’'s two boats with the crew on 
board had dropped, astern of the 
EKavestone about a quarter of a 
ship’s length, the submarine fired 


three times, the shrapnel bursting 
over the boats, killing the captain 
and four men of the crew, includ- 
ing Richard Wallace, an American.

The neutrals 
sunk were a Norwegian ship and a 
Swedish steamer. A French trawler 
and a Russian ship were the other vic- 
tims of U-boats. 

The world turned out in 
than 2,000,000 tonnage of merchant 
vessels. During the year the Ger- 
mans sank a trifle more than that, 
making the net loss in world’s ship- 
Ping about 1% per cent. 

Ship manufacturers in all the allied 
and neutral countries are rushing 
work on merchant ships. Vessels have 
been standardized and it is almost im- 
possible to have made anywhere a ship 
of special construction. The British 
government is having built great steel 
cargo ships, all alike and of the sim- 
plest construction. The yards are busy 
night and day on their construction, 
and as they are off the ways keels 
will be laid for more.

Tonnage on Seas, 


There are no figures to show the 
amount of tonnage constantly on the 
seas carrying goods to and from the 
British Isles. United States customs 


clear from American ports every 
month, but as some vessels clear twice 
the figures are misleading. About the 
same amount of tonnage arrives 
monthly from European ports. 

Of the 48,000,000 tons of merchant 
ships in the world Great Britain owns 
about 20,000,000 tons. The United 
ttates is second with a little more

SWEDEN DECLINES 
TO FOLLOW WILSON 


Spain nad ‘Holland Also Re- 
fuse to Break With Ger- 
many—Spanish Republics 
Make Protest. 


Stockholm, February 8.—(Via Lon- 
don.) —The Swedish government rejects 
President Wilson's suggestion that 
other neutral countries join with the 
United States in severing diplomatic 
relations! with Germany and declares 
its intention to follow the strictest neu- 
trality as long as it is possible. Swe- 
den’s reply was deliv ered to the Amer- 
ican minister today. 

“The government of the United States 
has chosen as a means of arriving at 
the realization of peace a method ab- 
solutely contrary to the principles 
which have guided the policy of the 
Swedish government up to the present 
hour. 

So declares the Swedish note which 
the minister of foreign affairs, K. A. 
Wallenberg, delivered to the American 
minister, Ira Nelson Morris, in reply 
to President Wilson's invitation to Swe- 
den to join with the United States, 
which Mr. Morris communicated to the 
Swedish government on Monday. The 
text of the note follows: 

“The policy followed by the royal 
government during the war has been 
one of strictly impartial neutrality. The: 
royal government has done everything. 
in its power faithfully to fulfill all 
the duties which this policy imposes 
upon it, and at the same time it has 
rendered effective as far as possible 
the rights derived therefrom. 

“With a view to obtaining a practical 
result in upholding the principles of 
international law, the royal government 
has several times addressed itself to 
neutral powers in order to effect co- 
operation, with the aforesaid object in 
view. Above all, the royal government 


has not failed to submit to the govern- 
ment of the United States a proposal to 
this effect.’

Divided on Question 
Of Ruthless Sea War 


The Hague, February 8.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-The Berlin correspondent of the 
Roman Catholic Tijd of Amsterdam re- 
ports today the result of a series of 
conversations he has had with German 
ecclesiastics on how the Sharpened Ger- 


man submarine war is reconcilable with 
Christian doctrines. The general opin- 
he states, is that the measure is 
a necessity to which Germany was re- 
gretfully forced by Great Britain's piti- 
warfare, but the view 
as to what steps are permissible and 
what are not is divided. 

The majority, the correspondent re- 
ports, hold to the view of justification 
through necessity, and think that if the 
leaders of the nation judge that Ger- 
many is being destroyed and that her 
destruction can be prevented by re- 
sorting to submarine warfare then 
there can be no hesitation in perform- 
ing the duty, however hard it may be. 

On the other hand, the correspondent 
adds, many of the south German clergy 
regret and disapprove the latest Ger- 
man determination as not permissible, 
and hold that other means of achieving 
the end desired are not yet exhausted. 
He concludes that he has been unable 
to get the opinions of the high church 
authorities, but that none of the lower 
clergy with whom he conversed con- 
céaled their painful emotion at the 
prospect of unrestricted submarine op- 
erations.

London, February 8.—The British 
passenger steamer California of the 
Anchor line, bound from New York for 
Glasgow, was torpedoed at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday morning off the Irish coast 
and sank in nine minutes, with the loss 
of 41 lives. The stricken ship was able 
to send out “S. O. S.” calls, and help 
arrived promptly. Nevertheless, five 
persons were killed by the explosion 
and thirty-six were drowned in the 
launching of the lifeboats. 

The news of the sinking of the Cali- 
fornia reached London yesterday aft- 
ernoon before the survivors had yet ar- 
rived on land, but publication was not 


hours later. 

The California 
carrying a single 4.7 gun mounted on 
the stern. The gunner was just train- 
ing the weapon on the spot where oil 
bubbles had revealed the presence of 
the undersea enemy when a torpedo 
struck the port side with an explosion 
so violent that most of the people 
aboard were thrown off their feet, five 
being killed and a score injured. 

Fired Second Terpedo. 

The submarine fired a second tor- 
pedo, in an apparent effort to acceler- 
ate the sinking, but the second shot 
missed, although both torpedoes were 
fired from a distance of less than 300 
yards. 

There was only one American aboard 
} the California, and he. is among the 
survivors. 

Captain Henderson, commander pf the 
California, declares that the conduct of 
the passengers and crew was eX- 
emplary. There had been careful drills 
on the ship on the way across, and 
every person aboard had been assigned 
a place in a lifeboat and provided with 
a life belt. But, despite the coolness of 
the passengers and the seamanship of 
the crew, the successful launching of 
the boats was made impossible by the 
shortness of the time between the tor- 
pedoing of the vessel and her disap- 
pearance beneath the waves, which did 
not permit waiting until the ship had 
lost headway. . 

while the boats’ Were being lowered 
from the sloping detKs, the California 
continued to move forward, lurching 
‘like a drunken man, and the roar of 
the water rushing through the gaping 
wound in her side could be heard above 
the shouts of officers and men. In a 
number of cases it was necessary for 
the passengers to jump into the boats 
after they were in the water, and in 
one case a boat with its apportioned 
load was ‘swamped and sank, many of 


the occupants being swept under the 
ship before the other boats could give 


help.

Sea Fortunately Calm. 

Some of the lifeboats in the after 
part of the ship were actually in the 
water when released from the davits, 
so rapidly did the ship settle by the 
stern. A considerable number of the 
crew jumped from their station into 
the sea and swam to the boats. It was 
extremely fortunate that the weather 
wa’s calm and the sea glassy; otherwise 
it would probably have been impossi- 
ble to launch a single boat. 

The towns. people (name of port 
omitted) who crowded the quays car- 
ried blankets, clothing and food and 
were eager to be of some assistance 
to the survivors when they were 
brought ashore. Aside from those in- 
jured, few of the survivors needed 
much help, but some were thinly clad 
and gladly accepted gifts of clothing. 
Naval and military Red Cross contin- 
gents were present to care for the in- 
jured, who were removed to hospitals. 

According to the reports received by 
the American embassy from some of 
the survivors, there was only one sub-

“We attacked this morning an impor- 
tant enemy position on the highest 
point of Sailly-Saillizel hill on the 
Somme front. We gained the whole of 
our objectives and captured a machine 
gun and 78 prisoners, including two of- 
ficers. 

“Our capture of Grandcourt has beeu 
followed up vigorously on both banks 
of the Ancre, and considerable progress 
has been made. During the night we 
attacked and captured Baillescourt 
farm, on the Beaucourt-Miraumont 
road, and south of the Ancre carried 
another hostile trench lying between 
Grandcourt and our old front line.

RUSSIANS CAPTURE 
MOUNTAIN TRENCH. 


Petrograd, February 8.—(Via Lon- 
don. British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.'—Russian detachments yester- 
dav attacked the Tenton positions near 
Kirlibaba in the Carpathian mountains, 
says the Russian official statement is- 
sued today, and despite artillery and 
rifle fire and mine explosions, dashed 
through the barbed wire entanglements 
and occupied the German first line 
trenches. A German counter attack 
was not successful. 

“Western Front: An enemy airplane 
dropped bombs in the neighborhood of 
Jabsonstadt, killing seven and wound- 
ing eight men. Two of our aviators 
dropped bombs on the enemy’s  air- 
drome in the town of Kobilnik. 

“Northeast of Kirlibaba our advance 
detachments made a rush on the ene- 
mys foremost trenches, being met by 
fire and mine explosions. Our troops 
dashed forward through the gaps in 
the wire formed by the explosions and 
occupied the trench, A counter attack 
by two enemy companies, with the ob- 
ject of regaining the trench failed. 

“Rumanian Front: There has been 
infantry fighting. 

“Caucasian Front: Attempted 
tacks upon our detachments by 
Turkish companies in the vicinity of 
Sefker, sixteen miles southwest of 
Gumuskhaneh, were beaten back by our 
FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN PATROL. 

Paris, February 8.—A German pa- 
trol was captured last night by the 
French near Bonzee, in the Verdun sec- 
tor, today’s official communication 
Says. Patrol encounters.occurred dur- 
ing the night in other Warts of the 
front. 

The announcement follows: 

“On the Verdun front last night there 
was somewhat spirited fighting with 
artillery and grenades in the region 
Of Hill 304 and Avocourt wood. We 
captured a German patrol! near Bomnzee. 

“In Alsace patrol encounters occur- 
red in the sectors of Metzeral. Aspach 
and Seppois. The night was calm on 
the remainder of the front. 

“On Tuesday night one of our avia- 
tors threw down six bombs on the mili- 
tary establishments at Lahr, Grand 
Duchy of Baden. On the same night 


one of our squadrons bombarded the 
aviation grounds at Mariakerke.” 


ITALIANS REPULSE 
AUSTRIAN ATTACK. 


; Rome, February 8.—(Via London.)— 
“Our concentrated fire silenced several 
enemy batteries at various points on 
the front,” says today’s war office re- 
por, 

“In the Sugana valley, after a vio- 
lent bombardment, the enemy at dawn 
yesterday attempted another attack on 
one of our positions on the right bank 
of the Brenta. It failed in its incep- 
tion, however, owing to the combined 
action of our infantry and field bat- 
teries.

GERMAN AIRMEN 
RAID CAMPS. 


_ Berlin, February 8.—(Via Sayville.) 
Several successful raids by German air 
squadrons are reported in an Overseas 
News agency announcement today. 

On the night of February 4 a squad- 
ron dropped 1,550 kilograms of ex- 
plosives on the stations at Albert, 
Amiens and Aveluy, north of Albert, 
and 250 kilograms on the camps and 
Stations at Dray, numerous hits being 
observed. 

Raids by hostile airmen on Guiscard, 
Bushy and Noyon on the same night 
and an attack on the railroad station 
at Dousi, in which twenty bombs were 
dropped, are declared to have been 
without success. 

Four machines were shot down in air 
engagements on the western front on 
February 4, the statement savs, and a 
fifth fell in flames on the Macedonian 
front, north of M~-nastir. 


FRENCH RAID 
GERMAN TRENCHES. 


Paris, February 8.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight reads: 

“Spirited artillery fighting took 
place south of the Somme in the re- 
Zions of Deniecourt and Lihons. 

“In the Argonne, in the sector of 
Boland, we carried out against the 
German trenches a_ surprise attack 
which enabled us to bring back ebout 
twenty prisoners. Nothing of impor- 
tance occurred on the rest of the front. 
_ “Enemy airplanes dropped projectiles 
in the region of St. Vincent bridge. 
Four civilians were killed and five 
wounded.” 

Belgian Communication: “Last night 
the Germans attempted to enter the 
Belgian lines. A strong enemy party 
advanced and attacked our post south 
‘of Dixmude, but was received by in- 
fantry and machine gun fire. Our as- 
Failants were decimated, the survivors 
retiring. We took about a dozen pris- 
oners also. Numerous dead were left 
on the field before the trenches, one of 
whom was an officer.” 

“Eastern Theater: For several days 
artillery fighting was particularly 
pronounced on the Vardar, on the 
Franco-Italian front in the direction 
of Bojilla, and at Monastir. The ene- 
my has shown a certain activity along 
the whole front. Bulgarian recon- 
naissances have been repulsed at Ka- 
lendra, ten kilometers southwest. of 
Seres. Several patrols have -been op- 
erating south of Lake Presba. Our 
advanced posts have occupied Ojani 
and are before Vesteni.”

FIGHT THREATENED 
ON JUDGESHP BIL 


Georgia Congressmen May 
Retaliate for Opposition of 
Senators to Appointment 
of Representative Park. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 8.—(Special.) 

The prospect of defeat for the Smith- 
Webb jaidgeship bill, which, if passed, 
will result in the practical retirement 
of Judge William T. Newman, loomed 
large today as the result of the in- 
creasing hostility between the two 
senators and the members of the Geor- 
gia delegation in the house over patron- 
age. 
It is generally understood here that 
if the bill passes Senator Hoke Smith 
will recommend the appointment of 
Reuben R. Arnold as judge of the 
northern district of Georgia. 

Members of the house are reluctant 
to oppose the bill, since it is an ad- 
ministration measure, but threaten to 
do so if Senator Smith does not with- 
draw his objection to the nomination 
of Representative Frank Park as judge 
of the southern district. 

Opposed by Senators, 

Senators Smith and Hardwick say 
that Judge Park is being backed by 
their political opponents, who went 
over the senators’ heads in carrying 
indorsements of their candidate to the 
department of justice and the white 
house. They have definitely gone on 
record as being unwilling to have him 
confirmed, even if nominated. 

As a measure of retaliation the Geor- 
gia congressmen are preparing, it is 
rumored, to block Senator Smith’s bill. 

Even members of the delegation who 
were not aroused over the first to pre- 
vent the retirement of Judge Newman, 
are considering this means to retaliate 
against Senator Smith in a manner in 
which he is more interested than in the 
south Georgia judgeship. 

Representative Tinsley W. Rucker, of 
the eighth district, openly advocated 
the, defeat of the bill purely because 
of its application to Judge Newman. 

Praise For Newman. 

“T never knew a wiser or abler judge, 
and I will not vote for any bill that 
will sacrifice him,” said Representative 
Rucker. “I served under him for seven 
years as assistant district attorney and 
came to know well his character and 
ability. I should prefer to have the 
bill amended so that the same excep- 
tion ‘will apply to Judge Newman 


as to Judge Pardee, but if that can-f}- 


not be done, I must vote against it.” 

Other members of the delegation who 
are credited with having similar pur- 
poses were not willing to be quoted 
at this time, but point out that with 
oyly twenty-five democratic majority, 
they are able to bring about its defeat. 


The first effort of the opponents will be- 


directed against the rules committee 
of the house to prevent a special rule 
being brought in for the consideration 
and passage of the measure.

RESOLUTION ASKS

Washington, February  8.—Senator 
McCumber, republican, of North Da- 
kota, introduced a resolution today to 
have the secretary of state, if compat- 
ible with public interest, submit to the 
senate the government's view of the 
limitations on the use of the submarine 
demanded from Germany as set forth 
in the diplomatic correspondence. 

“T think it is not clear just what we 
hold the limitations of submarines to 
be in this war,” said he. ‘“‘As it was 
on this subject that we severed rela- 
tions with Germany, we ought to know 
as accurately as possible just what the 
government deems to be an infringe- 
ment of international law, to. the 
end that we may avoid a conflict it 
possible and that other nations may be 
put on their guard as to what we be- 
lieve to be a gross abuse of these sub- 
sea craft.” 

The resolution may be called up to- 
morrow. 


BANKS NOT PLANNING 
TO SUSPEND GERMANS 


New York, February 8.—No general 
retirement of German _ citizens em- 
ployed by financiat institutions-is con- 
templated, according to the statements 
of leading bankers today. 

The Guaranty Trust company, which 
has temporarily suspended on full pay 
all of its German employees, issued an 
explanatory statement that the action 
was taken as a matter of protection 
to the men themselves, as well as to 
the company and its customers. If no 
further complications arise it is stated 
it is probable that they all will be back 
at their desks soon. 

Two thousand more Teuton subjects 
renounced their allegiance to the for- 
eign rulers in New York yesterday and 
applied for American citizenship, mak-

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Washington, February 8.—Construc- 


tion of navy craft by the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Drydock com- 
pany, the Fore hiver Shipbuilding 
company and the Electric Boat com- 
pany will be speeded up to the limit 
of the plants. Work on two battle- 
ships at the plant of the Newport 
News company at Secretary Daniels’ 
suggestion already is proceeding un- 
der doubled crews and the offers of 
the other two companies to take sim- 
ilar steps met today with the secre- 
tary’s hearty approval. 

At the Newport News plant it is es- 
timated that the battleship Mississip- 
pi, recently launched, can be com- 
pleted by midsummer instead of Janu- 
ary 1, 1918, as called for in the con- 
tract. The keel of one of the four 
new battleships recently contracted 


for will be laid on the slip vacated by 
the Mississippi, instead of a merchant 
vessel, as had been intended. 

Representatives of the Fore River 
and Electric Boat company called on 
Mr. Daniels today, offering to rush 
work on destroyers and submarines for 
which they have’ contracts, setting 
aside other private work to that end. 
They were told to go ahead at full 
speed. The plan is to get the vessels 
launched as soon as possible, freeing 
stocks for the new set of destroyers 
and submarines to be authorized in the 
pending navy bill. Details as to the 
time that can be saved have not been 
worked out. 

Warlike preparations now virtually 
are completed at the navy department 
pending the enactment by congress of 
the proposed legislation under which 
the president may commandeer private 
plants and after, that the president's 
decision to exercise this authority. 

Mr. Wilson called again today on 
both Secretary Baker and Secretary 
Daniels in their offices.

Judge Walter Colquitt, president of 
the local chaprer of the National Red 
Cross society, inspired with great en- 
thusiasm the representative women as-~- 
sembled in the auditorium of the cham-

national call for help in any emer- 
gency. There were two hundred and 
fifty women present despite the in- 
clement weather. They were presid- 
ed over by Mrs. Spencer Atkinson, 
chairman of the woman’s membership 
committee of the local chapter, who 
for three weeks has been conducting 
a campaign of education in hed Cross 
work through the one hundred organ- 
izations of the Atlanta City Federa- 
tion. 
Spirit of the Work. 

Judge Colquitt explained the spirit 
of the work, the spirit which should 
exist in the heart of every American 
man, woman and child. He stressed 
the fact that the Red Cross represent- 
ed one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, humanitarian organizations 
of the world. 

lt stood for a “treaty that could not 
be broken,” and the Red Cross flag 
he eloquently described, as the flag 
which stood for the highest service to 
humanity. 

Mr. Sidney Morgan, representing the 
National Red Cross society, followed 
Judge Colquitt, and explained that 
the call upon the men and the women 
of the nation to join the Red Cross 
now, did not necessarily mean war, but 
that it did mean that in case of war, 
Red Cross 


society wanted the co-operation of one 
million men and women of the nation 
to support “the arm of humanity 
the organization represented. 

He then answered questions per- 
taining to the various departments of 
the relief work, and made clear the 
meaning of the base hospitals some- 
times misunderstood by those desiring 
to do Red Cross work. ; 

These hospitals now existing in 
many of the larger cities where ac- 
tive Red Cross chapters are, consist 
of equipment, supplies, medicines ana 
every facility for the establishment of 
a hospital of five hundred beds. These 
necessities are packed and ready for 
shipment on a moment's notice, while 
ready to respond at the same time is 
the corps of doctors, nurses, nursés’ 
aids, dietary cooks, ambulance driv- 
ers, etc., which would be necessary to 
establish a hospital wherever the call 
for one might be made.

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WHAT ABOUT PEACHTREE? 


On account of Atlanta’s thorougbly ineffi- 


ecient administrative system—which is so 
well known as to require no argument—the 
city has, year by year, been leaning more and 
more heavily upon the courty to get it out 
of its financial troubles. 

The time was, and not many years ago, 
when very little county money was spent on 
But when the system of 


municipal step by 
step, the city began to form the habit of 


city improvements. 


inefficiency developed, 


turning to the county to save the situation. 
That was all right, to a just extent. The 


city is a very large part of the county; and 
as much of the county’s revenue comes from 
the city, it is proper that much of the coun- 
ty’s revenue be spent in the city. 

But when, in following the practice of 
leaning upon the county, the city reaches 
the point where it asks that more revenue be 
expended by county in city than the city’s 
just proportion, in ratio with what accrues 
to county from city, then the time comes 
when the city must take stock, realize that 
its last prop against the ravages of an ineffi- 
cient administrative system is gone and that 
it must get back upon its own feet, rely upon 
dts own resources and procure its iinances 
by other than artificial methods. 


In a discussion before the county commis- 
sioners the fact is developed by Oscar Mills, 
chairman of the county board, that the 
county is spending in Atlanta practically the 
same amount of revenue that the city pays 
into the county treasury. 
the city has reached a point beyond which 


This being true, 


it cannot go in depending upon the county 
for aid. 

In the nation there is, perhaps, not an- 
other county containing a large city which 
diverts such a large proportion of its reve- 
nue to the upkeep and development of the 
city as Fulton county diverts to Atlanta. It 
is a rule among important cities, rather, to 
aid in the development of the surrounding 
country districts, upon the theory that the 
life of the city depends largely upon the 
progress of the rural background, and that 
the city profits by the development of rural 
schools, improved roads and bridges, etc., 
facilitating access to the city. 


Here we have come to the pass where, 
as Chairman Mills points out, the main thor- 
oughfare of the city—the great north side 
artery of traffic from country to the heart of 
Atlanta—is fast approaching a stage of im- 
passability. 

Are we going to let Peachtree street 
retrograde and deteriorate into a bog hole, 
simply because we cannot get $25,000 to put 
it in good condition—and the street railway 
conipany clamoring for and granted the right 
to pave its portion of it? 

It is preposterous upon the face of it. The 
money must be found, that’s all; it can be 
procured without undue hardship upon any 
one, and without further leaning upon Ful- 
ton county.

Atlanta Chamber Gives Indorsement 


To Federal Tax on Excess Profits 


In response to a number of letters from 
various commercial bodies urging it to pro- 
test against the passage of the proposed 
federal tax on excess profits, an administra- 
tion bill. now pending in congress, the di- 
rectors of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
after duly considering the matter yesterday, 
went on record as strongly indorsing the 
tax measure and tendered the services of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce to the 
president in the present emergency to be used 
in any capacity he may see fit. u 

It was the unanimous opinion of the direc- 
tors present that those who have been most 
insistent in their demands upon the govern- 
ment for protection and who have urged 
preparedness measures most. vociferously 
should not be the first to complain of the 
necessary cost. 

The resolutions unanimously adopted fol- 
low, in part: ; 

“Whereas, the president of the United 
States, after earnest and long-continued ef- 
forts to avoid war, has found it necessary to 
sever diplomatic relations with Germany and 
has notified congress that, while hoping to 
the last for peace, he will use the whole 
power of the United States to protect its 
sailors and citizens In their lawful pursuits 


on the high seas, and 
“Whereas, these measures require a large 


incre of revenue, which can only be 
valsea bY additional taxation In some form, 
and whereas the government proposes an in- 
come tax in proportion to ability to bear it, 
which is the accepted basis 0 sound and 
wise taxation, and the tax on excess profits 
is the easiest of all taxes to bear. 

Resolved, by the directors of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, That in this great 
emergency all selfish considerations .should 


/ be subordinated to the common good, and 


this country should act as a 
cope eee oe of their government, bearing 
cheerfully the moderate increase of taxation, 
without cavil or division as to details, which 
may be safely entrusted to the wisdom of 
the president and the congress. 

A. M. Schoen, chairman of the board of

“Re-Leasing Commission 
Has Done Well in New 
Lease of State Road” 


(From The Savannah News.) 

There will be general agreement that the 
Western and Atlantic re-leasing commission 
has well performed one of its most sarpestany 
duties. It has agreed to lease the state rail- 
road to the present lessee, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, at a 
monthly rental of $45,000, the lessee to ex- 
pend also during the life of the new lease, 
in addition to 
tenance, $3,000,000 for improvements, or pay 
into the state treasury any balance of that 


amount unexpended. Two parcels of prop- 
erty at Chattanooga, now leased along with 
the road under the present total monthly 
rental of $35,001, are to be leased separately. 
The total value of the new lease to the state 
will be $653,000 annually. 

This agreement will put an end for fifty 
years the life of the new lease, to discus- 
sion of the question of whether the state 
road should be sold. There will be less de- 
sire for its sale in the counties through 


which it passes, now that the new lease pro- 
vides for municipal, county and state taxa- 
tion on the rolling steck of the road and 
on other equipment used upon it by the 
lessee. The total value of the lease to the 
state will, therefore, be in excess of the $50,- 
000 which was so often mentioned as the 
minimum monthly rental which should be 
accepted by the state.

The stockade property, known as the 
“Chinese Wall” by citizens of the third and 
ninth wards, may be disposed of to a good 
advantage, if the plans of Councilman J. L. 
Carpenter are carried out, and he says that 
they will be. 

The city owns 100 acres of land that could 
be laid off in streets and lots and sold at 
good prices, states Councilman Canpenter, 
and the east side of the third ward and the 
west side of the ninth ward be allowed to 
expand and develop. 

It is a part of the councilman’s plan to 
reserve about ten acres of the property fora 
high school building, if one should be located 
there.

M. Slaton was notified that his resig- 
nation as superintendent would be ac- 
ceptable, the board decided to elect 
Professor M. L. Brittain, who was then 
state superintendent of schools. Later 
Mr. Brittain declined the position and 
Mr. Landrum was elected. 

When asked by the board to name 
a man suitable for the position of as- 
Sistant superintendent, Mr. Landrum 
named Mr. Wardlaw. That was in 
the spring of 1915. In 1916 Mr. Lan- 
drum was re-elected without oppo- 
sition. 

The Letter of Resignation. 
The letter handed to the president 


of the board of education by Landrum 
is as follows: 


February 8, 1917. 
Major R. J. Guinn, President Board of Edu- 
cation, Atlanta, Ga. 

My Dear Major Guinn: Feeling that prior 
to the regular time of election there should 
be some understanding in regard to the 
superintendency of the schools for another 
year, [ write this letter. 

If, in the opinion of the board of educa- 
tion the interests of the schools would be 
enhanced by my retirement as. superin- 
tendaert. I wish you to feel that I will not 
stand in the way. If you so desire, you may 
consider this my resignation to be effective 
at the close of the present term of office. 

i wish to express to the boerd my pro- 
found appreciation of the many courtesies 
extended to me. It is always a pleasure to 
me to do my duty. My only trouble has 
been to find out what that was. I shall 
ever cherish the many pleasant memories 
connected with my work in the Atlanta 
public schools, to which t have devoted 
thirty-t'vo years of the very heart of my 
life. Yours truly. 

L. M. LANDRUM, 
Superintendent Schools, 


Says It Was Understood. 

To a reporter of The Constitution 
Majur Guinn, president of the board of 
educiition, said Thursday afternoon: 

“The members of the board of educa- 
tion have only the highest regard for 
Mr. Landrum, and esteem him very 
much. [It has been known all along 
that Mr. Wardlaw would be appointed 
superintendent. He is a man who repre- 
sents the highest type of progressive 
educators. The board has held no cau- 
cus. A majority is in favor of appoint- 
ing Mr. Wardlaw, and will do so in 
June. It is no reflection on Mr. Lan- 
drum. He Knew he was holding the 
place as acting superintendent, and 
that it was only a matter of time when 
we would find a man to fill the place 
permanently. The board is acting al- 
ways for the best interests of the 
schools and the people of Atlanta. 

‘It is the intention of the board when 
it works out its plans for the next term 
to so arrange matters as to take care 
of Mr. Landrum.” 

Major Guinn said that the board had 
not as yet taken any steps to secure a 
man for the position of assistant super- 
iniendent to succeed Mr. Wardlaw. 

The Services of Mr. Landrum. 
Professor Landrum came to Atlanta 

September, 1885, and was elected 
principal of the Walker street school. 
For one year he taught in the Boys’ 
High school. He was elected assistant 
superintendent in 1897 and secretary of 
the board in 1898, filling two positions. 
He is a member of the First Baptist 
church, where he has the warmest 
friendship of a number of Atlanta’s 
foremost citizens. 

Professor Wardlaw as an Educator. 

Professor Waréelaw was born forty 
years ago at Camilla, Ga. He is the 
son of a prominent Methodist preacher, 
Rev. J. P. Wardlaw, and comes of good 
old Methodist stock. He graduated at 
Fmory college with the degree of 
Bachelor and Master of Arts in 1895, 
and was a post-graduate at the Univer- 
sities of Georgia and Chicago. 

He taught his first school at the An- 
drew Female college at Cuthbert, Ga.., 
as professor of English and Latin. He 
was vice president and professor of 
modern languages at the Union Female 
college, of Eufaula, Ala. He taught at 
Waynesboro, and was the superintend- 
ent of the schools at Dublin, Thomas- 
ville and Albany. lor seven years he

Unsettled Statas of Affairs 
Will Not Stop Work. 


Dr. 2 .-a 
the commission for 
has received a letter from W. L. Hon- 
nold, director of the commission in 
New York city, in regard to the bearing 
of the present status between United 
States and Germany on the relief work. 
The letter is of interest to all who have 


been engaged in helping the Belgian 
sufferers. It is as follows: 

Dr. F. KE. May: As to the hbearfng of the 
present diplomatic position on our affairs, 
we can add nothing to what we have al- 
ready stated in the press. Briefly, our at- 
titude is that, regardless of the break in 
diplomatic relations, and even in the event 
of our country being forced into hostilities, 
the work we have established must con- 
tinue. The position today is that our men 
have been instrueted to remain in Belgium, 
and, although our status in the existing 
diplomatic. situation is somewhat vague, 
we think it probable that, barring our coun- 
try’s active participation in the war, a way 
will be found. for continuing the work as at 
present. But, in any event, we feel quite 
sure that the sentiment of the world and 
the intersts of those concerned, will call for 
the continuance of the service, and that, if 
Americans have to get out of Belgium, 
representatives of some other nation, prob- 
ably Holland, will take their place. In that 
case our country would be under fully as 
great obligation to support the work as in 
the past. In other words, America’s rela- 
tion to it would then be the same as that 
of England and France heretofore. 

It is obvious that no decree from Wash- 
ington, Berlin or London can change the 
status of the civil population of Belgium 
so far as the urgency for relief is con- 
cerned. The need of the children is just as 
great and we do not propose to relax our 
efforts on their behalf. . :

HOLD MASS MEETING 


200 Men Protest Method of 
Handling Cases in Ogle- 
thorpe County. 


Athens, Ga., February 8.—(Special.) 
Dissatisfied with the finding of tho 
jury which recently acquitted Thad 


Chafin of the charge of wife murder, 
200 citizens of Lexington, county seat 
of Oglethorpe county, held an “indig- 
nation meeting” at the courthouse yes- 
terday by way of protest against the 
methods which have, according to their 
allegations, obtained in that county in 
the prosecution of criminal cases. 

The meeting carried little excitement, 
but a wonderful earnestness that au- 
gurs for the predicted “cleaning up of 
that county” of some of the evi!s which 
citizens say they have suffered for 
many years, 

The meeting was presided over by 
Former State Senator C. O. Stephens. 
Many leading citizens took part. Reso- 
lutions were passed protesting against 
the verdict of the jury and denouncing 
alleged interference with and influ- 
encing of the jury in that case and in 
other cases through the years past.

New York, February 8.—-Nervousness 
over international affairs and the sub- 
marine campaign has been reflected in 
the continued irregularity of a compara- 
tively narrow market for cotton fu- 
tures here today.

New York, February $.—Additional 
liquidation of investment securities, 
especially rails, was again the chief in- 
cident of today’s market, the down- 
ward trend later embracing industrials 
and various specialties. Dealings were 
considerably lighter than on the pre- 
ceding day, but comprehended @ larger 
number of important issues. 

Many theories and explanations were 
put forward to account for the further 
offering of high-grade stocks, but these 
were mainly based on surmise or con~ 
jecture. It was generally believed, how- 
ever, that no small part of the recent 
selling of stocks possessing intrinsic 
value represented the closing out of 
private foreign loans negotiated in this 
market during the last year or two. 

Trading in bonds of diverse groups 
also was of sufficient volume and per- 
sistence to excite comment. Interna- 
tional bonds were again heavy to weak, 
with yet new minimums for City 0 
Paris 6s and all the United Kingdom 
issues, while Anglo-French 5s dupli- 
cated their low record. Various domes- 
tic bonds, including those of foremost 
railways, suffered moderate recessions. 
Bond sales, par value, were 54,175,090. 

Market leaders were at their best 
during the intermediate stage, the list 
then showing a firmer tendency on an- 
nouncement of the “extra” dividend on 
Union Pacific Before the close most 
favorites lapsed to or near lowest lev- 
els, United States Steel being under 
especial pressure. 

Bethlehem Steel, old stock, lost 16 
points, with 6% for the new and a de- 
cline of 2 points in the new “rights. 
Other steel and iron shares yielded 1 
to 3 points, likewise motors, petroleums 
and other issues of a more speculetive 
character. Total sales of stocks 
amounted to 670,000 shares. 

Foreign exchange was featured by 
fresh weakness in lires and marks, 
which had a setbaek early in the day, 
made partial recovery. Rates on Lon- 
don and Paris were maintained at re- 
cent quotations.

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BANKER IS KILLED

John H. Martin, President | 
of Bank at Gainesville, Is 
Dead, and Joe A. Webb, 
Former Cashier, Critically 
Wounded Following Shoot- 
ing Affray. 


Gainesville, Ga., February 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Following a shooting affray-. 
which occurred in the store of Allen 
Bros. Co., here today at 2 o’clock, John 
H. Martin, president of the Farmers 
and Merchants’ bank, and a widely- 
known capitalist, is dead, and Joe A. 
Webb, former cashier of the bank, but 
more recently a bookkeeper for Allen 
Bros. Co., is at a local hospital in a 
critical condition. 

Martin was shot three times, two 
bullets taking effect in his breast and 
one in the abdomen. Webb was shot 
through the arm and once through the 
body. 

It is stated that the trouble grew 
out of a recent difference between the 
two in regard to the charge of shortage 
against Webb by the bank of which he 
was formerly cashier. Webb, last 
month, filed suit in federal court 
against the bank and against Martin 
as president, asking damages for $10,- 
000, based on the allegation that Mar- 
tin, as president of the bank had writ- 
ten the American Surety company stat- 
ing that he (Webb) was short $2,806.51 
in his accounts. 

This company, is said, was on 
Webb's bond, and as a result, Webb 
claimed that it was impossible for him 
to obtain employment in other banks. 

The shooting took place within a few 
minutes after Martin had walked into 
the store and begun a conversation 
with Webb. 

Martin is 55 years old and leaves a 
wife and one child. Webb is about 30 
and is unmarried. Both men are con- 
nected with the best families of this 
section and both are prominent in busi- 
ness and social circles. Webb is the 


son of Mrs. J. W. Webb. 

Late reports state that Webb will 
recover. His wounds consist of a 
broken left arm and a shot in the 
back. 

The bullet which broke his arm 
glanced from a silver cigarette case 
in his breast pocket, saving his life.
